OoCUTY in the world hos had so 
.!)o much written about it as the Holy 


Cite; none is more worthy of de- 
scription. Fourteen times destraved ; each 
time has it raised ats dignified head in 
brnarriypity, 

The capital of the Land of Three Faiths 
remains unique, maintaining jes position 
not by towering skyscrapers, Byzantine 
art, or Roman architectiire, but Iw sheer 
personality. Centuries of religious fervor, 
of piletimage, of historical event, of great 
achons, have given it distinction, 

Almost as sacred in the eves of the 
Moslems as are Mecca and Medina, Jeru- 
salem is a place of nilerimage for the 
Moslem world, For the Jewish people it 
is the City of Cities, toward which their 
thoughts ever turn, It ts the first city 
Christians hear of at their mother’s knee. 


THE OLD TERUSALEM AND THE NEW 


_Jerisalem stands upon two hills, with a 
slope to the east, facing the sunrise and

west. Northward the country 1 more 
openand the ancient city tended to sprawl 
in this direction, To-chy the old, pray- 


avalled city of minarets, towers, and itot 


roofs dotted with domes is being encom- 
passed by a New Jernaalem, a striking 
comtrast of red moots, but the vallevs on 
its three sides still keep the moderna en- 
crochments ata respectial distance. 
Jo Palestine all ronds lead to the capital. 
The south road, trom Beersheba, Hebron, 
and Bethlehem, joins the city at the Jaffa 
Gate. ‘Toward the northwest corner of 
the city wall runs the road from the sea at 
Jaffa. At the Damasens Gate ends the 
eréat north highway, from Nahilis, Naza- 
reth, and Damascus. Toward the northeast 
comer, past the Garden of (Gethsemane, 
the serpentine trail climbs the furean 
Hills from Jericho and the Dend Sea, at- 
taining a height of 2.600 feet above sea 
level, from 1,300 feet below, in about a 
scoreof miles.

On alighting from a tram from krypt, 
Jaffa, or Haifa, the first thing tw arrest 
the attention is the name of the station, 
onntet in the three official languages— 
English, Arabic, and Hebrew. 

Next, choice must be made of trans- 
port, as horse-drawn gharties, saddled 
donkeys, or, at times, aristocratic camels 
vie with American automobiles for pa- 
tronage. 


BLUE NEADS AVERT THE EVIL EVE 


Fear of the evil eve still has a part in 
Palestinian hte. In order that the motor 
car and its chauffeur may be immune, 
many machines are provided with a string 
of blue beadé, either around: the steering 
wheel or on the tap of the radiator, ane 
every horse, camel, or donkey has a neck- 
lace of them to remind ws that althougl 
drivers anc) mechanics are all very well in 
their way, the deities must be appeased, 

Taking a car, we ride down the Bethie- 
hem road toward the citadel. On the 
right, high above the Ophthalmic Fo 
tal, flies the flag of the Venerable Cre 
of the Hospital of St. John of Jerusalem. 
Eaxght hundred years ago noble knights 
and cécasionally fair ladies set forth from 
england, France, Germany, Austria, and 
other parts of Extrope to wrest the Holy 
Land from the Saracens, and under that 
flag the knights played a great part im the 
Instory of the etty. 

To-day the Grand Priory in the British 
Realm is living up both te traditions and 
mottoes of the Order: Pra Fide (For the 
Faith) and Pro Unthtate Hominun ( For 
the Service of Man). It Ape the 
eve hospital, ta which pegs come from 
all corners of Palestine, ‘Transjordariia, 
Syria, and even Iraq, 

Here fs our first glimpse of the walls. 
Apart from the one inclosing the Maram 
(the Temple area, containing the Dome 
of the Rock, see pare 657), which is 
largely Hleradian, they were rebuilt hy 
Suleiman the Magnificent in 1542. 

Down the road we go, past the Sultan's 
Pol, ap to the Juffa Gate, called by the 
Amnibs “The Gate of the Friend," because 
it looks toward Hebron, the home of 
Abmbham, “the friend of God," ‘The cit- 
adel, a a mighty fortress of five towers, 
eek high and impose. The preat 
blocks forming the foundations date irom

Roman times, hut the building itself was 
probably constricted maimly in the four- 
teenth century. The sireet passes the cit- 
adel and, through a breach in the wall, 
enters the Old City, 

The principal fruit market is: at the 
hase of the citadel, along the moat. Here 
aire ferongglit liainns oranges from afta, 
grapes from Hebron, apricots from Beth- 
lehem and Beit Jala, nectarines and 
peaches from near-by villages, banmnas 
trom Jericho, and enormous watermelons 
irom the coast near Cresaren, 

But Jerusalem's pride is its cauliflow- 
ers, which grow in the Valley of Silwan— 
“Siloam's shady rol.” They would prob- 
ably take a prize for-size alone, but. unlike 
most big things, their flavor is delicious. 
There are few sights more pictiresque 
than a woman walking with the grace of 
an enipress, carrying to market on her 
head a dozer or more ot these vegetables, 
which shade her like an enormous. um- 
brella (see also page 641), 

Among the women, who come in from 
the villages at sunrise with thet prociuece, 
dark reds and biies are the favorite 
colors. A Jong, embroidered veil, .ger- 
erally white, streams backward from the 
bronzed face. In addition to the shallow 
basket of gomls upon the head, many o 
wontan hassa baly upon her back. 

Aiter milk, eggs, and vegetables are 
sold, the women retin to. their villages 
to prepare the evening meal, but the men 
remain. hetind to pass the time of day. 
They adjourn to near-by stalls or testan- 
rants and, after refreshing themselves 
with flat cakes of bread, eg@s roasted im 
embers, or little hits of meat fried upon 
ekewers, they purchase a cup of coffee 
and, sitting upon low stools, remain  to- 
gether until the cool of the evening. Ti 
aales have heen good, many nowndays 
return home by car. 


THE CITY OUTSIDE THE WALL 


Instead of entering the Od City by: 
the Jaffa: Gate, which in Turkish times 
was closed at sunset, we turn north, to 
the shopping area, Desile the gate a non- 
descrip: collection of Jewish, Armenian, 
Moslem, and Christian. Aral boys sit in 
an open-air shoe-shining parlor awaiting 
custom. Their little boxes are ornately 
decorated with hrass plaques and paper 
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Lhe oats that travel at one ole an- hour; 
lacden carels ot ten andl a halt, bowal ccrts 
at four, amd on wp the scale to avtonw- 
hiles (ace allustration, page G49). 

Rushing motor cars and heavy, spromeg- 
less carts cannot alovether drawn the 
ecard of the bells. Western civilization, 
im the hands of the Palestiian chanfieur, 
marks its presence by the screech of eclec- 
tri horns, but throuwh the din come the 
more pleasine notes of gout pod camel 
Le lls, 

Like the triffic, the shops “are m -a

or ridden by little loys who call ont cease 


lessly, “Qh-ah, ch-alk!” ‘These children 
seal upon a saddle on either side of 


which are fastened olif gasoline boxes 
containing all sorts and conditions af cams 
made from the ever-present petroleom 


Moslem ladies wear two outer gur- 
ments fastened! gt the waist by draw- 
strings; one covers the slart and the other 
the shoulders and head, 

Acmindel!, which comes over the fore 
head and bangs to the chest, completely 
hides the face, ‘Thos veil or handkerchief 
is sometimes black, stenetinies wlhirte, anel 
occasionally figured nisin, Even to one 
who has. been Inne in the city, it gives a 
weird effect, especially when you meet 
women clothed in the usual Mack with 
hrilhant piece of figurecl miushn where 
their faces should be; or toward nisht- 
fall, when, tuming a corner. you nor 
rowly muss a ghostly figure in white, her 
featires lost behind a black veil, 

The poorer Jewish women wear a tand- 
kerchief fringed with lace over the hend, 
and many cmmaments of oriental design, 

Hungarian Jews shuffle down the steps 
in long coats of velvet aod fur-trimmel 
caps, Long curls hang on either aide of 
the face in obedience ta the Law: “Thou 
shalt not mar the corners of thy beard.” 

A. Bokharan Jew in a silk robe of many 
colors strolls by. 

From time to time we pass a Bedouwn 
who always bears himself with an air of 
distinction, however tattered his garment, 
Arab dress; however old, torn, of dirty, 
has peculiar charm and digmty, He 
passes with the easy stride of one acens- 
tomed to vast deserts, aod his head is 
well ser upon his shoulders, 

His women are easily distinguished hy 
thick plats of hair, eenerally black, tit 
semmetimnes dyed with henna, Unlike their 
Moslum sisters of the town, they are al- 
lowed to show thee faces, often elabo- 
rately tattooed. Their Jong, bloe, attrac- 
tively embroidered gowns, with. sleeves 
falling to the feet, are hittehed wp at the 
watst for exse ii walking. 

The village women always cover their 
hair. Sometimes, under thetr veils, they 
wear a clése-fitting cap surmotnted by 
coins and other ariamernts, which weigh 
eight or nine pounds,

Th the back of the market and along 
Christian Street are the drapers’ shops, 
In this corer nany specrmens of beat 
ful hammered brass and copper are. soled, 
Olive-wool workers are also seen carving 
or polishing miterial centuries old. 


THE SHOPPING CENTERS OF A. 
BRELICIOUS CY 

Our shopkeepers:do not specialize, but 
are strong believers in variety. You can 
nenerally find what you sant in the Old 
City if sou dig for it, In ashep measur- 
ine @ hy #2 feet, my wile rescued some 
sardines from a counter cluttered with 
scarp, stoclices, brits and writing paper, 
Tucked away on a high shelf were three 
hats of the fatest French model, 

Mariy little shopa sell vewetables, to- 
gether with lemonade, spices, ratsitis, and 
shelled! walnuts. Their facade« are dee- 
erated with rowned wooden axes ronehly 
painted in erode designs of green, gold, 
and bhie, containing Turkish delight from 
Damascus. In the corner of a window 
a baby's feeding Jhettle Taddles with a 
hasket of onions, 2 fouthall, a) yrs 
stove, 2 few lemons; thermos Masks, and 
a sleeping cat, the whole flanked by Leau- 
tiful handiwork from the villages. 

Meat appears stricken with blemishes 
which prove to be the purple stamp ot 

veterinary cificer responsible fir pass 
ing it as ht far fond, That exposed in 
the Jewish shops is further adorned with 
Hebrew hitrnih shies showing thar the 
slaughtering has been carried out aceagil- 
ing to the Jewish ritual and examination 
and has been duly passed as kosher by the 
rabliinical authority, 

The principal retail vegetable market is 
housed im i vataltied edifice dating from 
the Crusndes, It is siteated in the Mu- 
fistant, the ancient home of the Knights 
of St. John, and probably constructed liv 
them. This building was formerly the 
stable of a khan, as in the walls one cin 
still see where the stone has been cut to 
Tonm figs to which the annals were 
tied. The arches of the sharply vaulted 
root come down nearly to the eromid ate 
are supphorted liy masonry twa virds thick. 

The country women, in their pictzut- 
esque costumes, sit upon the floor arid 
piles of vegetables.

There are numerous restaurants where 
every concervalle kind of spiced delicacy 
anil minced meat may be purchased, rolled 
m pancakes, The sweet-meat shops do 
1 large trade in cakes, called bablevis, 
cot clamondwise and baked on mpssive 
tinned copper trays, The flaky pastry 
is merely a frail excuse to bold together 
the heavy syrup, rich spices, pounded mut 
meats or fir paste. Pink sweets on the

In spite of the march of events, Tern- 
salem works its ol presses ns Abraham 
did his. Under vaulted arches in the rear 
af obscure shops, ane hears the sound of 
stone grinding against stone, and, peeping 
i, dimly perceives a blindfolded camel 
oT mile patiently gome round and round, 
rimding sesame seed (see page 660), 

The time for working the press is from 


midnic¢htto noon. Twr anirials are tsel, 
each working in stretches of one and a 
halt hours, Thev sleep beside the prees 
and may not leave the place for months, 
The workers putin a i2-hour day, and 
atter working seven dave a week for 
months om end, generally take some weeks 
off to recuperate. 

The greatest splash of color is found in 
the came\l-auttitting arcade, whose goods 
find ther way here from Danmercus, 
Ewervy hoe adorns the shops, which face 
cne another so closely that there is hardh 
room for two people to pass. Yellow 
hoots with ble tassels hang. beside blue 
heads strung on coils of hair, dyed purple 
or ced. Rel slippers are flanked by calf- 
daticovercd| monthpireces for hubble-bab- 
ile water popes. 

Though there is no need to hiv a pipe, 
as one can be rented tor an midehnite 
neriod at any coffee shop for five cents, 
fastidious smokers carry their own mouth-

supply. The army increased it by utilize 
ing an anotent Herodian reservoir south 
of Bethleher and replacing the old stone 
aqjneduet to the city with modern piping.” 
Lately, as this supply was insufficient, 
three large stone tanks nearer Hethlehem, 
with a capacity af 40,000,000 gallons, 
hive heen restored by the municipality, 

‘History is almost silent concerning the 
origin of these pools, They are sail to 
have originated iti the time of King Solo- 
mon, whose name they hear, and, accord- 
ite to Josephs, it may have heen Pontins 
Pilate who tehiilt ond enlarged ther. 

Water is-collected from springs-and the 
whole system, formerly worked by grav- 
ity, now has a modern pumping plant 
which was transferred from onrmne, i 
the Siraj Peninsula, where it had beet 
installed by the British Army te conduct 
Nile water across the desert into Pales- 
tine during their advance, During 1g2h 
the pools were practically. empty, own 
toa long dronght, Init the following year, 
after a §-day ramfall, with three weeks, 
they were full for the first time sinee the 
days cH the Romans. 

last water reserve is pumped up 
from Ain Farah, the rock-rimmed oasis 
which David prohably had in mind when 
he composed the Shepherd Psalm (see, 
alse, footnote, ang 55). 

Pesple who live in well-watered towns 
can hardly helieve the straits the city was 
in. Even to-day it is not unusual to see 
men and women lined up waiting for 
their tir at the standpipe, Much. of the 
picturespteness has gone, as gasoline tins 
have largely replaced the earthenware jar, 
but bloated waterskins are stil carred 





through the narrow streets. somewhat to 


the danger of the passer-by.

THE PACEANTRY OF RELIGIOUS FESTIVALS 


In the little citv of great things, reli- 
gious oliservances play a part in daily life 
unknown in other capitals, Stmee it ts 
the center of three yreat faiths and all 
their subdivisions, can it be wondered at 
ifeach faith and brunch thereat jealously 
viards tights and rites acquired throngh- 
aut centuries, often through tantte, stece, 
ate amtold hardship ? 

In a modern city, ane mert= people 
(ily for years without knowing their 
religious beefs. This is seeseride int 
Jerusalem. Be he occidental or oriental, 
every mac's religion is known to all and 
also the fidelity with which he carties out 
the obligations imposed by his faith. 

The religions festivals bring thei own 
pageantry to the city, There are Mos- 
lems with their adherents from northern 
Attica, Indi Afihanistan, Bokhara, Ara- 
lda, and the Sudan; Cliristians of all de- 
nominatims; Latins, tchiding many of 
the veligeintrs arders aml the Utinte 
churches which acknowledge the suprem- 
acy GF the Pope; the Eastern chuthes, 
which comprtse the Orthralox, the Anneé- 
an, and Syriac, Copts, and Abyssinians ; 
tle Atplican Church; the Jews, divider 
into Ashkenazim, Sephardim, Karaites, 
Yemenites, Georgians, and Bokherans. 

During the year they all have ample 
opportunity to display their beautiful 
rohes and vestments, from a simple black

Suddenly an Orthadlox priest, waiting 
without the shrine, with a mighty sweep, 
withdraws his arm from a hole in the 
edicule, holding a burning torch, The 
pare appears from the Asmeninn side 


The burst of fame is prected with fran- 
tic cheering, the clapping of hands, the 
ringing of bells and high, piercing ululn- 
tions trom the wemer. The priest gives 
the fire to a selected tepresentative ot the 
comoumuty, and the crowd opens to allow 
him to rueh with the sacred fire and light 
the lamps on the altar of the Catholicon, 

Each pilgrim presses forward ta light 
his candle: others from the balconies: let 
inn their candles on strings ta receive 
the flame. The building ts soon ablaze 
with dancing light. 

The Copt and Jacobite enter the door 
of the Sepulcher and receive the fire from 
the Orthodax Patriarch, who then emerges, 
follawed by the Armenian bishop, a flam- 
ing torch in each hand, the focus for-a 
converging erish of wotshipers, frantic 
to light candles from his torches. 

The Armenian, Coptic and Syriac pra- 
cessions now form and circle the rotuncla. 
Hur the climax of interest has been 
reached. The visible symbol of resur- 
rection, having been divided and passed 
on, no longer bors heside the Sepulcher. 
Slowly the crowds melt away, some climb- 
ig past the Garden of Gethsemane to 
the semnnt: of Mount Olivet. 

From the Mount of Olives ‘a matchless 
wanorama of the Holy City is spread he- 
fore the gaze. Half of the eastern wail 
borders the magnificent courtyard so 
worthily: framing the Dome of the Rock, 
which, whether seen from the courtyard 
itself or from the hilltop, is equally sym- 
bolic of religions dignity. 

AN EVENING WEVERIT, IN JERUSALEM 

THE GOLDEN 





Leaving the Mount of Olives, we start 
down a stony track toward the city. Be-

Women, their veils 
fluttering in the wind, press homeward 
along the short cut through the Temple 
area. Chimes from the tiny church bells 
af the Sisters of Ztun float across the air. 
A wee Moslem child is heard repeat- 
ing the wisdom of bis fathers, Allah ef 
Abbar—"Godl is Greatest.” 

Passing an imam with a white kerchie! 
hound about a red fez, we mount the 
raised plateau, on which rises the Dome 
of the Rock: le wishes is “the peace of 
God.” A lamp throws the Mosque cl- 
Aksa (see iinstration, page 638) mito re- 
licf bevond black cypress trees, A feel- 
ing of peace, of dignity, of hope, of the 
meraftiiness of God, comes over ts, 25 
we leave the Dome, descend the steps and 
enter an old vaulted building which over- 
looks the Wailing Wall. 

Through a barred window, in deep 
shadows. we gee the ancient wall, A 
chorus of lamentations Ieats the air like 
the wave toar of a distant sea, but trom 
time to time a staecato voice, rising above 
the others, carries a sean) of pulsating, 
throbbing, poignant sorrow... ‘The voices 
die away, Fut each time a fresh burst of 
lamentation -echoes through the vaulted 
room (see iilistration, page 670}. 

The wall is in almost complete dark- 
ness; but as the eves become accustomed, 
figures of individuals pradually stand out. 
Women leanmye agaitist the great stones 
are. silent except. for dull, half-stifled 
moans: a few oll VYemenites, sitting at 
the back of the alley, nod their beads in 
titison to the fervent dirge of those who 
henniit the tate of [sracl. 

There they stand, in long coat and 
skulleap trimmed with fur, wide felt hat 
oer modern straw. The worshipers con- 
tintally throw their beads backward and 
forward and from side to side, shaking 
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themselves: as they pour forth fervent lam- 
entations to Ged. The throbbing sound 
follows us like a poinant plea for pity, 
as we ascend to David Street. 

Restanrants and cotice shops are aglow, 
and an Arabic song from a gramophone 
strikes harshly on the cor. A richly sad- 
ied donkey stands across our path, wait- 
ing to take his master home, Men squtat- 
ting on low coffer stools exchange gossip. 
A merchant with a shop below street level 
lifts himself wp by a chain to close the 
shutters, 


A CITY OF SHADOWS ANT TRACE 


Color has pone from the bazaar and 
the arcade of the silversmiths, The 
arched tunnel is black, with a point of 
light at the far end; the color and charm 
of the merchandise have disappeared be- 
hind wooden bars. Smells of sandal- 
wood, spices and curry alone remaim. 

A blind man comes. slowly along, tap- 
ping the timeworn stones, Near the en- 
trance to the courtyard of the Holy Sep 
uicher a taulor works late finishing a job 
for the early morning and a heavy iron 
sizzles on damp cloth. | 

From the low entrance to the court- 
yard, an old man emeries, calling, “Allah, 
Allah,” The courtyard is almost deserted ; 
the great doors of the Church of the 
Moly Sepuleher are about to be closed. 
In the darkness, a tiny lamp flickers over 
the Stone of Umnetion. Litt groups, 
shadowy phantoms, stand about chanting, 
“Kyrie elevon"” (“Lord, have mercy upou 
us and bless us). A man says his pray- 
ers before the shrine, which is outlined by 
olive-oil lamps. Calvary is flooded with 
light from candles of the faithful. As 
we pass: through the church, the groups 
fade inte the barkground, Peace reigns. 

As we teach the Damascus Gate, the

Our walk gives meaning to the city’s 
pageantry, ‘Christian, Moslem, Jew, each 
is taintaining in his owti way, and by 
customs hallowed through the centuries, 
his relationship with God, The vive 
daytime is superseded by the beauty of a 
starlit night. And so we leave it, Capital 
of three great Faiths, in the peace of even- 
tide—the Holy City stil.

LIFE OF 


THE HOLY CITY

NORTUNATE the man who can 
kK help t preserve something af the 
life of the Holy City. More for- 
tunate is he who can record in natural 
colors bright spots in the lite of a. city 
whose appeal is world-wide, 

He must approach his task with sym- 
pathy ancl reverence, for his model is 
loved and idealized by Moslems from 
the Near and Far East, Sunday-cchool 
teachers fram the Far West, and Jews 
from halt the world. Unless he pictures 
with understinding the city where worlil 
hrotherhood was proclaimed, he may en- 
vender dissension. ‘The pictured city must 
ever temam the Holy City. 

Neither brush nor camera has fully 
recorded the color of Jerusalem, Fram 
blinding light to gloom rans the bright 
ribbon of enental life, now vivid munud 
moving, now stled in tone atl tempo by 
the murk of arched tunnel or the peace 
of quiet mosque, In ever-changing stis- 
shine and shadew, no two eves see the 
same, no two brains retain like memories. 

Before the World War, Jerusalem was 
my vacation home, the lodestomne of my 
dreams, its busthrg life a constant. chal- 
lenge to my intramed lens, At Easter 
time andl im the heat of summer I haunted 
favorite corners, marking the stm's path 
nlonge the Vie Dolorosa, bering Arah, 
Jew, and Christian to pose for an-mstri- 
ment whose very look they dreaded, or 
trying to separate frei mobs of pilyrinis 
the trocnded robes of sectariun princes, 

Fierce contrasts of light, the passive 
resistance of those to whom the picturing 
of a human face ts annthemi, the stiff- 
tess Orbentals show before a. camera, so 
different. from the freederm of their un- 
studied life—a thousand drawbacks could 
not down the desire to share with home- 
land friends the never-encing chitms of 
this shrine of beauty and of «reams, 

But each time [ retorned | found the 
Moly City changed. Where queenly peas- 
ant women had stalked along, their tat- 
tooed faces shaded by wide trays of vege- 
tables, short-shirted cosmopolites carried 
parasols to save their complexions. Derliy 
was replacing tarbonsh, and trousers the 
flowing robes that still made desett men 
seem Liblical, 


Tiere was a city, sacred to Moslem, 
Jew, and Christian, losing the character 
for which it had been distinvuished, for 
centuries. | lonvedd to atecord somethme 
of tt before it was too late. 

Then came an unparalleled opportunity. 
A friend who knew of the National Geo- 
graphic Society's efforts to preserve: the 
very colors of a changing world was made 
governmental head of Jerisalem, 

Mere authority could not have broken 
down the barriers. Not even the District 
Commissioner could order a rabbi to sit 
for his portrait or a Moslem girl to risk 
the criticism of the ignorant or the un- 
friendly, But Major Keith-Roach (see 
“The Pageant of Jerusalem,” pages 635- 
681) had established relations of frienl- 
shi with all classes ard sects, and he 
undertack to enlist the cooperation af 
these individuals shown in autechrome m 
succeeding pages, Moslem ate Jew and 
Clinstian eagerly collaborated to record 
something precious in oriental life that 
is slowly facing.

That morning the hills beside Wadi 
Selat were a deep chocolate streaked with 
lighter brown, as though they had stocel 
too long in-a drug store window, Over 
the bronze shadows was a verdigris of 
vegetable growth so slight at sterner! the 
blastirie breath of afternoon must wither 
it forever, 

Before 8 o'clock we passed ten black 
tents of the Towarn Arabs, the first halst- 
tations we hod seen since enter the 
granite labyrinth, Small boys came down 
to acd tis pass and older men exchanged 
greetings with ours, shaking same by the 
hari, Sribron others and kissing them 
on both cheeks. 

By mid-moming we left our baggage

THE MOUNT OF THE LAW J5 THE NOULEST 
PEAK OF ALE 

The great event of the trip is reserved 
for the time when, climbing up from he- 
hind the upper rim of the Wadi er-Raha, 
and looking down a perfect perspective 
hetween the finnking granite slopes, one 
sees before him the Mount of the Deca- 
logue (Jebel Musa), one peak among 
many, but the noblest of all, | 

Coming upon it thus, one feels that it 
must be the Mount of the Law. It fits 
the Bible narrative as does no other penk 
(Exodus XLX and XX), 

Reddish brown, but changing its tone 
imder varying lights, this mighty rot 
ment is memorable for mass. Jt draws 
the eve. Alone in its impressiveress, it 
stands at the end of the Plain of “ghe 
Tribes, sohering, awe-inspiring and sub- 
le tsee Whustration, page 734). 

Frome distince tts summit is split mito 
three rock masses sloping slightly from 
the narrow crag at the fight to the more 
rnided summut overlooking the Hill of 
Aaron, petty altar for the ‘Golden Calf, 

But as one rides down (hat vast parade 
ground in which the hosts of Israel 


camped, the central facade of the miotm- 


tain lifts itself above and away from the 
two lesser masses which sustain it—ns 
Aaron and Hur upheld the arms of Muses

SACHIN HISTORY CLOTHES TRBEL MUSA 


Jebel Musa is worthy of «the theme 
with which sacred history has clothed its 
mked sides. One ownnkled mass of en- 
dunn granite, it mikes one wonder how 
the Chosen People could have stodped 
beneath its soletm gaze to worship the 
pagan call. 

My halt in the Plain of the Tribes 
saved me from wontering whether our 
letter of introduction would he lonored, 
and | entered the exchisive inclosure with 
regretiable ease, Better men than I have 
been refused admission after reaching the 
monastery gates, 

One squeezes in through small, tron- 
studded doors designecl to. repel rather 
than welcome. The monastery has not 
lost its primary aspect of fortress, and not 
only is access attamed through a cramped 


and crooked corridor, but on its-walls are 
Cannan, Tanging from imposing antwpwes 
io the one-hand variety which formerly 
prevented the Glonous Fourth trom be- 
mg either safe or sane (see page 790). 

In going to the guest chambers which, 
cunimiry to report, fire both comfortable 
nnd clean, one passes © mosque w lich 
scrms more out af place in a Christian 
monastery than do decrepit cannon. In 
the region of Jebel Msn there live a 
few soore Jel ichyeh—M ountaineers—who 
have more or less platonically embraced 
Islam. The meosqe-is supposed ta serve 
them, 

jJefore lying down, these retamers make 
nosign of the eross, At a citeumeision 
ceremony, the leader hos a knife if one 
hand and a cross In the other, tn their 
religions processions the cross fs carried, 
and it sometimes stands upon the heail- 
stones of their graves, 

Fut, cross or no cross, these descencl- 
ants of Wallachian and Egyptian slaves 
serve to tationalize the mosque, now that 
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EAST OF SUEZ TO THE MOUNT OF THE DECALOGLE, 


that equally humble structure has done 
its bit. ERombardment ly the Moslems 
was imminent. The monks hurriedly 
raised a minaret beside the church tower, 
“Shoat if you mst this Christian tert, 
bit spare ihe mosque,” was their retort. 
And it wo rhed. 

Linder the mosque is an olive-oil mill an 
whieh the dust is three years deep, this 
being the first year in four that the alives 
in the motinstetry garden have budded. 
Ona flat roof the unground grain spread 
out in the sun had some iWegible blessing 
written on tts surface, asa fattened hit of 
cond bears oceilt symbols of hope ond 
fear traced by a fortune teller (p. 732): 


A THREE-DIMENSIONAL VILLAGE W 
MONASTERY WALLS 


There are only a score of monks in 
Sinai row instead of goo, and many of the 
old bukdings have been torn down. Yet 
the inclosure seems pucked as rtis, Rick- 
ety stairways ascend from one shaky porch 
to another and archways carrying rooms 
over streets make this a three-limensional 
village within monastery wills. 

The church is below the average level 
and, lofty though it 15 within, gives the 
sense of being in a crypt. Back of the 
main apse is another, ths double lulk- 
head af | > being. divided mta three 
eral chapels which give the Christian 
visitor such a feeling as he wsunlly asso- 
clates with a mosque. 

Thick tugs cover the floor and one 15 
obliged to remove the shoes from his 
feet, as the spot on which he stands ts 
holy ground. ‘This is the Chapel of the 
Burning Bush and marks the spt where 
Moses, called by God, ceased being hired 
man for his father-in-law and became 
leader sun lawyiver for his people, 

Although this chapel seems to he added 
to the church, it 1s really the olilest part. 
Peacoek-blue tiles strrround the room, or- 
mite lamps hang in such profusion that 
one must change position to see the over- 
crowded picture gallery of icons on the 
upper walls, and above the silver plate 
through which one is shown the root of a 
“hurning bush" there is a fine half-dome 
of tich mosaic, 

The evening of ourarrival a lay brother 
led me through the pitch-dark vestibule 
into the Church of the Transfiguration,

The darkness hung an invisile curtam

Seen this, the magnificent but crowded 
interior retains i mystery and does not 
reveal the clutter of rich lamps, ostrich- 
eve pendants, icons and all the bric-a-brac 
that accumulates even in a place of wor- 
ship (see page 724). 

The novice carried his spot of lipht 
wong the intricately carved and decorate 
aljar screen (see pages 726, 728). 

Another ghostly attendant swung the 
gilt doors af the screen hack into the woud, 
in which some mystic disks of burnished 
silver shone, With a quiet, itiisical yeice 
one mink started the service. ‘Thet an- 
other read some spirited passage full of 
staccato repetitions, 

An old monk with a long white beard 
passed about the church, shakimg acrid 
itcense smoke from a clattering censer. 
And bent forward in a narrow pew, like 
a Chinese sedan chair, another graybeard, 
his patriarchal head bowed against the 
darkness df his robe, quietly stored. -[Tis 
hony fingers cluiched the arm rests, pol-

Some of the most precious religious 
dociments now @xtant are housed in a 
tinders-box structure in the center of the 
monastery, Ever-since Tischendori res- 
cued priceless pages of the Codex Sinai- 
ficws from the kindling heap, scholars 
have worn a path to the old texts at 
Mount Sinsi (see alustration, page 731). 

The monks make litth use of this ta- 
mous library, The key, which had been 
sent hy special messenger fram Cairo so 
that we tht inspect the boaks. refused 
to unlock the door. But a cominnation 
of others brotght forth from obsctre 
closets, and the removal of Scr sand 
from the tuhe of the one from Cairo 
finally solved) the cifizcuity, 

Earlier visitors have deserted the 
monks of Sinai as dirty and drunken. 
Chiite aside from their cordial hospitality, 
we food none who, were not teat anil 
not even by a caaual breath did any monk 


betray a predilection for alcohol, But 
those unaccustomed locks on the library 
door and the fact that not one of the 
three cntalogues of the Greek, Syriac and 
Arabic treasures has been compiled by 
monks, speak more loudly than words can 
of the decline of monastic alertness and 
scholarship smee the Park Ages. Yet 
tears formed in the eves of the Prior 
when I told of aceing the departed Codex 
in Laeningradl, 

The prize of the collection is the Coder 
Svrsin, once cast aside for the vellum on 
which it was: written, but now the oldest 
mannscrip’ of the Bible in Syriac. 

The old text, in funded orange, was cor- 
ered with the black lettering of a later 
manuscript, bit patient skill has saved 
from its Jong effacement this secondd- 
century translation of the Book around 
which sa much controversy and interest 
are. centered, 

We went up Jebel Musa by a road built 
by Abbas Pasha, who planned to have a 
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palace on the summit, The Arabs say 
that when the debauchee chose the holy 
mountain as a bealth resort, the ea ot 
harem intrigues on the site of the Giving 
ai the Law so inflamed Moses that he 
dewit the Pash a shaking. Anyway, he 
ahandined Sinai and was murdered by a 
Mameluke, acting: m2 topsy-turvy ver- 
ation of Scheherazade. 


Hit ASCENT OF JIIEL MUSA IS TASY 


Thanks to this curving road, practita- 
ble for camels, the ascent of Jebel Musa 
is absurdly ensy. A scant half hour of 
climbing on foot up irregular pilgrim 
steps carries ane to the top where a snixal] 
chapel, a small mosque and the numbered 
eranite blocks for o reconstruction of 
Justinian’s church greet the eye. Beside 
the chapel is.a tiny grotto or cleft where 
Moses received the Law, and below the 
south wall af the mosque i the cave 
where he passed the 4o mhts. . 


The tumbled seacof pranite hills seen ..

waves petrified when im fill movement. 
but compared with the pit of everlasting

Photography rather than colorless words 
mist picture the charming Plain of the

Lower down is the gate beside which 
St, Stephen sat to issue certificates to the 
worthy. To-day he sits in the crypt, 
intarcity the cords and cords of monks’ 
hanes. He wears a tobe and a cap with a 
cross on it, Hut the years have wearied 
him, His skull lias nodded forward on 
hits lunvless chest and he leers at life in 
that room where Kitssian pilgrims got 
their winding sheets, already sanctified, 
but holier still if touched to the Stone ot 
Littetion at Jerusalem. 

After four cughts in the monastery we 
set out for Suez over the rowte ly which 
the Israelites came in, A cool breeze 
swept across the Miain of the Tribes. 
where flocks of black goats mamed and 
lovely orange tulips or lilies peered mod- 
esthy. forth, 

- da deepleut below a Moslem saint's 
tomb was a small field of grain, fenced 
m by thotn brebes, a cool spring and a 
hermit, this last-a dark little man in skull- 
cap and white gown, smoking his pipe 
beside two porcelain coffee cups and w 
smoldering hed of ashes mi the shade of 
one of bis date gral.

Dark, wind-blown fowls against milk- 
white tents bellying im the breese; the 
monotundus chant; the endless hand- 
capping and swaying to nisic; the satis- 
hed grunt of a comel—they seemed to 
fit the wind-swept dines better than they 
did the walled-in. wadies or the stony 
desert. 

That night we slept at the west end of 
the soft-sand belt, called Debbet er-Ram- 
leh, which sé¢parates the granite spear- 
pomt of Sina, the Tor, from the time- 
stone plateau, the Tih, which is the tail 
of Lehinon and the Judean highlands: 
Fram now an if is pebble desert, serir, 
ll the way to the Sprinws of Moses. 

Along this part of the route, motor cars 
can move at hivh speed. The pebtle- 
covered desert lacks the beauty of smooth 
dunes, Lut every riffle and softly curving 
hogiwck spells uncertain footing, ol 
scirel truils, slow going. and sand-cut 
faces, It is the riffle! dune, so pleasing 
to the eve, which endangers: the eves and 
where such dunes are found, even men 
wear veils, 

Yet the setir, glivering with flints, 1s 
not unbeautiful. Desert animals. trace 
their delicate autographs on the embryo 
dines that form behind each tuft of vege- 
tation. Ome lizard had. leit a trail so 
charming that it could have served as. an 
embroidery design. 

To our night stretched Jebel er-Raha, 
the even edge of the limestone plateau, 
the Wall of the Israelites. To our left,

whole box of our oranges earlier im the 
trip—iilling their water skins from our 
tanks, ry Sh we arrived they had heen 
compelled to return most of it. Lf the 
tea tasted of goat -hair at the end of that 
ovenly ride, we did mot notice it. 


THE DESEAT TEACHES THE TRAVELER NOT

Those last desert days taught us the 
value of traveling, not to discover lait to. 
feel. Until then our chief Hpresshcn at 
Palestine was summed up man irreverent

THE GEOGRAPHY OF MONEY

| DAY in Wall Street of the 
ig Baghdad Bazaar— now as when 
Juclis betrayed Jestie for silver 
aul Marco Polo found Chinese tikinys 
banknotes of mulberry bark—men dream 
and talk of money, They talk more about 
it than of any other one thing. Conld we, 
by some magic, at this instant cateh all 
words being uttered in every tongtte 
everywhere, the most Frequent wohl 
probably refer to money and price, 

“Money,” it has been said, “is what the 
other nan takes for the things vou want.” 
Man has ised money, in some Torm, since 
the dawn of etvilizativn, Fishhooks aml 
slave girls, leads, hawks and honnes, all 
hove served as a medium of exchange. 
Early Virginians bought wives with to- 
haces, Once, it is said, Mexican Indians 
used cacno beans, until aboriginal crooks 
began making clay counterfeits, baked! anil 
varnished to look fike the real. 

The study of money, a8 an instrument 
of trade through the ages, involves art, 
heraldry, and mythology; it leads to eco 
nomics and politics—and far inte history. 
When kingdoms: rose, vifen new moneys 
rose with them; and, when they fell, their 
moneys passed away. Nothing shakes » 
government like the depreciation of its 
money. The very progress of civilization 
itselt mony Le liruely measured ly the pace 
at which the various moneys of the world 
have been stindirdized anid accepted by 
international commerce. It was. to a lire 
degree, the quest for-gold and silver, and 
their use tm comed money, whieh led to 
the exploration and settlement of Amer: 
a, Austiiha, and South Attica, 

Metal-+hak money was born in Lydia, 
at the eastern end of the Mediterranean, 
about 2,600 years ago. |: appears to-day 
in its most ambutunas form as the Ameri- 
can dollar, 

Cowrte, the lowly shell money of the 
antipodes. has through the ages been the 
most widely cireulated rival of the metal 
disk; lat its day of dominance has de- 
parted. Only isolated communities still 
cling to its money (ste page 7OR). 

Yet cowrie can boast that more people 
have weed it than have clinked the metal 
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disks in all their varieties. Tt has served 
a freater nomber of human beings te a 
median of exchange thah any other 
money devised) by man. 


COWRIN SITKLLS WEE THE WORLD'S 
FIRST MONEY 

Shell money, beginminig as ornament, 
has been popular with aboriginal peoples 
almost everywhere; but no other has 
gained the prestige of cowne or persisted 
eo Jeng, lt was hor of a pretty. litte 
mollusk taken from thé shallow spots of 
the [nian (cean, and used by all the m- 
halitants of than geographical area washer! 
hy tts withers. 

‘These shells were white or straw-colored, 
abort an mech long, glistening and clean, 
They constituted what was probably the 
first money inl) the world, the medium 
of exchunge for lense populutions, and 
served many men for many pPenerations. 
Cowrie's last ambitious stand was made ony 
the West Coast of Africa, where it was in 
general wwe as muney ageneration age. lt 
is stl current im isolated communities in 
Atnea, India, and the South Seas, bait hae 
practically given way to the advatice of 
the moneys of comercial rALiGns, 

The cash of China, coins with holes in 
them, still dominate the marts of many 
men ina considerable corner of the Asi- 


atic world. There exist inscribed cash 


pieces attribtited to tets-to7g B.C. And 
similar pieces, tminacribed, believed to be 
curler, 

The tao, also of China, was one of the 
first metal coins = the world. The word 
means “lonfe” “sharp-edged instru- 
ment,” hence the aii was applied to the 
rizor-shaped coms of old China, 

The earliest Chinese metal coins are he- 
heved to have been minnutore spades, wn- 
Inseribel and without perforation and 
with open shank for imserting a handle, 
Some thithoritits place then earlier than 
200g H.C. 

Convenience for carrying is accepted as 
accounting. for the introduction and long 
use of perforated coins hy China and its 
neighbors.
